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REMARKS 

This is intended as a full and complete response to the Office Action dated March 
9, 2005. having a shortened statutory period for response set to expire on June 9. 2005. 
Please reconsider the claims pending in the application for reasons discussed below. 

Claims 1-49 are pending in the application. Claims 1-11, 13-18. 21-23, 25-29, 
31-38 and 40-49 remain pending following entry of this response. Claims 1, 3, 8. 13, 
25, 27, 37, and 49 have been amended. Claims 12, 19-20, 24, 30 and 39 have been 
cancelled. Applicants submit that the amendments do not introduce new matter, 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 
Claims 19, 20 and 42-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite. Claims 19 and 20 have been cancelled. Claim 37, from which 
claims 42-44 depend, has been amended to add antecedent basis for a global word 
line. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of this rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. S 102 

Claims 25, 29, 37-38, 41 and 45-46 are rejected under 35 US.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Way/ (U.S. Patent No. 6,272,041). 

Claims 25 and 37 have been amended to included limitations of dependent 
claims 30 and 39 which the Examiner has indicated would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. Therefore, these claims, as well as their dependents, are believed to 
be in condition for allowance and Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of this 
rejection. 

Claim Reiections - 35 U,S.C. 5 103 
Claims 1, 5-7, 9-11 and 42-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Nap In view of Kunikiyo et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,741 .495^ hereinafter 
Kunildyoy 

Claims 6 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Naji in view of Tsang (U.S. Publication No. 2004/0264239).

Claims 23 and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentabJe 
over Naji in view of Micheloni et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,351 .413. hereinafter Michetoni). 

Claims 1, 13, and 37 have been amended to included limitations of dependent 
dafms 12, 19. and 39 which the Examiner has indicated would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form. Therefore, these claims, as well as their dependents, are believed 
to be in condition for allowance and Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of this 
rejection. 

Allowable Sublect Matt er 
Claims 2-4. 8, 12, 15-16. 24, 26-28. 30 and 39-40 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten In 
independent fomi including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Claims 8 and 44 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the previously 
mentioned rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, and to include ail of the limitations of the base 
claim and any Intervening claims. Claims 31-36 and 48-49 are allowable over the prior 
art of record. 

Claim 8 has been rewritten in independent form and amended to address, and as 
suggested. Claims 1. 13, 25, and 37 have been amended to included limitations of 
dependent claims 12, 19, 30, and 39. In other words, claims 1,13. 25, and 37, as 
amended, are identical in scope to dependent claims 12, 19, 30. and 39 rewritten In 
independent form. Therefore, these claims, as well as their dependents, are believed to 
be in condition for allowance and Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of this 
objection. 
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Conclusion 

Having addressed all Issues set out in the office action. Applicants respectfully 
submit that the ddims are in condition for allowance and respectfully request that the 
claims be allowed.
